I Covering  his  far-flung  beat— 

I labor— Mr.  Riesel  has  exposed  the 
j racketeers  and  communists  who 
I were  milking  legitimate  unions, 
j businessmen  and  the  public.  He 
I gave  lists  of  names  and  his  facts 
i were  borne  out.  He  was  fre- 
quently threatened,  but  he  con- 
tinued to  report  the  news  as  he 
saw  it. 

THEN  HIS  enemies  endorsed 
the  truth  and  effectiveness  of  his 
exposes.  On  April  5,  1956,  a hood- 
lum stepped  up  to  the  columnist 
and  flung  acid  into  his  eyes. 

Mr.  Riesel  has  followed  his 
beat  around  the  world.  He  has 
been  behind  the  Bamboo  and  Iron 
Curtains  and  covered  Hawaii,  Ja- 
pan, Hong  Kong,  the  Malay  Pen- 
insula, Thailand,  India,  Pakistan, 
Turkey,  the  Middle  East,  Italy, 
France,  Austria,  Switzerland,  Ger- 
many, Spain,  Portugal,  Britain 
and  Africa. 

In  the  course  of  his  career  Mr. 
Riesel  has  interviewed  such 
world  leaders  as  Dwight  D.  Eis- 
enhower, Richard  Nixon,  John 
F.  Kennedy,  Franklin  D.  Roose- 
velt, Harry  S.  Truman,  Sir  Win- 
ston Churchill,  Harold  Macmillan. 
Dr.  Conrad  Adenauer  and  Char- 
les de  Gaulle,  as  well  as  impor- 
tant American  labor  leaders. 

MR.  RIESEL  was  born  in  New 
York  and  graduated  from  high 
school  at  the  age  of  15.  Studying 
at  night  while  working,  he  earn- 
ed a degree  at  City  College  of 
New  York.  He  went  to  work  for 
a small  wire  service  and  later 
wrote  for  a string  of  labor  pub- 
lications including  . British,  Can- 
adian, Australian  and  New  Zea- 
land papers. 

In  1943  he  began  his  syndicated 
labor  column,  now  distributed  to 
hundreds  of  newspapers.  He  is 
the  recipient  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Greatest  Living  Amer- 
icans Award. 


ABOARD  U S S KEARSARGE, 

(UPI) — Astronaut  L.  Gordon  Co- 
oi>er,  advancing  America’s  rnan- 
on-the-moon  program,  whirled  in 
orbit  22.9  times  around  tlie  earth 
m a day  and  a half  and  splashed 
down  safely  Thursday  within  five 
miles  of  his  target,  the  aircraft 
carrier  USS  Keaisarge. 

COOPER  TRAVELED  575,000 
miles — more  than  enough  for  a 
round  trip  to  the  moon — then 
made  a nerve-jangling  re-entry 
into  the  atmosphere  after  equip- 
ment failure  during  his  20th  or- 
bit. 

The  36-year-old  Air  Force  'Ma- 
jor was  forced  to  fire  his  retro- 
rockets  by  hand  when  the  auto- 
matic altitude  control  system  on 
; the  Faith  7 spacecraft  failed. 

He  was  directed  by  radio  in 
i this  operation  by  Astronaut  John 
• Glenn,  who  called  his  perform- 
j ance  “right  on  the  money.”  The 
I sockets  slow  the  capsule  so  that 
^t  will  not  burn  up  when  it  en- 
: ters  the  earth’s  atmosphere. 

1 The  jovial,  joking  Cooper,  so 
relaxed  he  took  catnaps  in  addi- 
tion to  sleeping  7i  hours  during 
the  historic  journey,  said  his  re- 
entry was  “right  on  the  old  ba- 
zoo.” 

AND  SO  IT  proved  when  he 
splashed  down  five  miles  away 
from  the  carrier  just  34  Iiours, 
20  minutes  and  30  seconds  after 
he  blasted  off  from  Cape  Canav- 
eral, Fla.,  Wednesday. 

The  capsule  was  hoisted  aboard 
the  carrier  and  Cooper  walked 
out  onto  a red  carpet,  a two-foot 
wide,  25-foot  long  strip  of  painted 
canvas  stretched  out  for  him  on 
the  flight  deck.  He  said  he  felt 
fine  and  immediately  went  below 
for  medical  examination  and  de- 
briefing. Some  of  his  instruments 
still  hung  from  his  silver  space 
suit. 

PRESIDENT  JOHN  F.  Ken- 
' nody  telephoned  his  congratula- 
' tions  to  America’s  newest  space 
I hero,  telling  him  “we  are  very 
I proud  of  you.”  Press  Secretary 
i Pierre  Salinger  said  t’ne  president 
j bad  “expressed  amazement”  at 
the  accu^’acy  of  the  landing,  es- 
I pecially  in  view  of  the  late-hour 
difficulties. 


Cooper’s  mission  on  the  long- 
est space  flight  ever  made  by  an 
American  included  amassing  in- 
formation for  the  U.S.  that  would 
add  to  the  success  of  future  pro- 
jects, such  as  the  two-man  Gemi- 
ni orbital  flights  late  next  year 
and  the  Apollo  moon  flights  later 
in  this  decade. 

The  malfunction  of  the  auto- 
matic system  was  indicated  by  a 
light  that  flashed  on  during  the 
20th  orbit— after  Cooper  had  been 
given  the  “go”  for  the  full  22 
orbits.  The  light  should  not  have 
Tone  on  unless  gravity  was  pull- 
ing on  the  Faith  7 and  the  space- 
ciaft  was  still  weightless  in  orbit. 


Last  Vaccine 
Win  be  Given 
This  Weekend 

Type  II  of  the  Sabin  oral  polio 
vaccine  will  be  given  Saturday 
and  Sunday  from  10  a.m.  to  4 
p.m.  in  the  Wymount  Chapel,  in 
the  last  of  the  oral  vaccine  clinics. 

The  reason  Type  II  is  slated 
last  is  the  very  peculiar  nature 
of  the  virus,  said  Dr.  Jack  Trun- 
nell,  director  of  the  Student 
Health  Center.  Certain  viruses 
interfere  with  the  body’s  ability 
to  act  on  other  viruses,  because 
of  their  peculiarity. 

A MINIMUM  of  two  months 
waiting  period  is  necessary  be- 
fore make-up  vaccines  can  be  re- 
ceived ,said  Dr.  Trunnell.  He  rec- 
ommended to  those  who  have  not 
received  Types  I or  III,  to  go 
ahead  and  get  Type  II  and  then 
wait  the  minimum  time  for  any 
make-ups. 

All  three  types  of  Sabin  oral 
vaccine  are  . available  from  pri- 
vate physicians  at  any  time  with 
an  appointment. 

The  white  slips,  handed  out  at 
the  clinic,  should  be  filled  out 
before  receiving  the  vaccine,  sug- 
gested Norma  Cannon,  assistant 
to  Dr.  Trunnell.

Udit()r’s  Note:  Tile  following:  is  a i>ortion  of 
the  statement  made  by  President  Wilkinson 
following  the  address  at  the  Forum  last  Wed- 
nesday. 


Let  mo  assure  j'ou  and  impress  ppon  you  with 
all  the  ix»wer  at  my  command  that  Brigham  Young 
University  stands  squarely  behind  the  prophets  of 
this  great  Church  and  the  political  leaders  of  our 
country  in  denouncing  communism  as  a devilish 
and  Satanic  gospel.  I am  surprised  that  anyone 
thought  otherwise. 

As  far  back  as  1936,  President  Heber  J.  Grant 
and  his  counselors  stated:  “Since  Communism 
would  destroy  our  American  Constitutional  gov- 
ernment. to  support  Communism  is  treasonable 
to  our  free  institutions,  and  no  patriotic  American 
citizen  may  become  either  a Communist  or  a sup- 
porter of  Communism.  The  safety  of  our  divinely 
inspired  constitutional  government  and  the  wel- 
fare of  our  Church  imperatively  demand  that 
Communism  shall  have  no  place  in  America.” 

In  General  Conference- a year  ago,  President 
Hugh  B.  Brown  said:  “Communism  is  of  the  devil 
. . . Satan  and  his  emmissaries  would  rob  men  of 
their  priceless  freedom.  . . It  is  well  that  all  men 
know  that  the  Church  and  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  are  squarely  against  Communism.” 

President  David  O.  McKay  said,  “During  the 


first  half  of  the  twentieth  century  we  have  travel- 
ed far  into  the  soul-destroying  land  of  socialism 
and  made  strange  alliances  through  which  we 
have  become  involved  in  almost  continuous  hot 
and  cold  wars  over  the  whole  of  the  earth.  In  this 
retreat  from  freedom  the  voices  of  protesting  cit- 
izens have  been  drowned  by  raucous  shouts  of 
intolerance  and  abuse  from  those  who  led  the  re- 
treat, and  their  millions  of  gullible  youth,  who 
are  marching  merrily  to  their  doom,  carrying  ban- 
ners on  which  are  emblazoned  such  intriguing 
and  misapplied  labels  as  social  justice,  equality, 
reform,  patriotism,  social  welfare.”  (Deseret  News, 
Church  Section,  Oct.  18.  1962) 


“The  fostering  of  full  economic  freedom  lies 
at  the  base  of  our  liberties.

I Bite  Twice 


Kditor,  Daily  Universe: 

A week  ago  the  Universe  an- 
nounced a high  acclaimed,  widely 
traveled  speaker  for  the  weekly 
devotional.  After  noting  th^it  the 
speaker  had  spent  two  weeks 
with  Albert  Schweitzer,  the  Uni- 
verse listed  his  topic  as  “The 
Light  of  Lambarene:  A Study  in 
Ethics.”  His  credentials  and  topic 
seemed  to  promise  a fruitful, 
stimulating  hour.  What  did  we 
receive?  No  mention  of  Schweit- 
zer certainly.  No  insight  into  the 
ethical  crises  confronting  our 
world.  Rather  a glib,  hollow,  Nor- 
man Vincent  appeal  to  beware 
the  demons  lurking  in  our  policy. 
(How  many  television  stations  do 
you  know  that  have  had  their 
licenses  taken  away  by  those  ter- 
rors, the  ogres  of  the  FCC?) 

As  a teacher  of  English,  I can 
appreciate  the  neat  handling  of 
words  lliat  produces  a statement 
like  “In  Russia  they  count  peo- 
ple; in  America  people  count.” 
But,  as  a teacher  concerned  with 
the  proper  use  of  words  and 
ideas,  I also  take  alarm  at  the 
facile  complacency  with  which 
we  assume  that  a clever  turn  of 
words  adequately  expresses  a 
complex  situation  and  gives  us 
all  the  data  needed  to  intelligent- 
ly handle  it.  “Freedom  is  fragile; 
handle  with  prayer,”  our  speaker 
informs  us.  “What  insight,”  we 
all  respond  to  this  tinkling 
phrase,  “that  is  all  on  earth  ye 
need  to  know.” 

“Once  bitten,  twice  shy,”  I 
should  have  told  myself.  Instead 
I let  the  announcement  of  a real 
live  Communist’s  lecture  stir,  if 
not  my  intellectual  appetites,  at 
least  my  curiosity.  So  the  next 
Wednesday  found  me  sitting  in- 
trigued with  what  at  first  ap- 
peared to  be  an  intelligent  Com- 
munist, analyzing  the  foundations 
of  his  belief.  But  I began  to  get 
a little  uneasy  as  he  began  to  ap- 
pear embarrassingly  stupid,  un- 
wittingly stacking  the  cards  ag- 
ainst his  cause,  and  actually 
seeming  to  parody  himself.  I wish 
“T  could  say  I caught  on  before 


the . end,  but  I bit  as  hard  and 
resentfully  as  anyone. 

I suppose  that  part  of  my  re- 
sentment at  Wednesday's  tragi- 
comic display  is  the  resentment 
of  anyone  who  has  had  an  elab- 
orate joke  played  on  him.  But 
my  resentment  goes  deeper  than 
this.  I won’t  comment  on  the 
ethics  involved  in  promising  one 
thing  to  an  entire  student  body 
and  faculty  who  are  frequently 
flattered  with  assurances  of  their 
maturity  and  intelligence  (a  pro- 
mise incidentally  that  brought 
many  sincerely  interested  people 
from  off  campus)  and  then  turn- 
ing it  into  a farcical  sleight-of- 
hand  masquerade.  More  serious 
to  my  mind  is  the  affront  to  the 
intelligence  of  the  studentbody 
and  faculty  by  those  who  assume 
that  the  shout-and-shock  treat- 
ment is  preferable  to  thoughtful, 
intense  probing  of  ideas. 

In  retrospect  I realize  that  I 
should  have  perceived  the  ab- 
surdity, the  impossibility  of  op- 
ening the  . pulpits  of  BYU  to  a 
real  live  Communist  who  would 
not  carefully  play  on  my  precon- 
ditioned responses.  But  I had 
swallowed  the  line  that  my  intel- 
ligence was  respected  and  was 
totally  unprepared  for  the  hoax, 
a hoax  that  might  have  been 
purposeful  to  a junior  high  stu- 
dent assembly  or  an  American 
Legion  convention,  but  was  high- 
ly unworthy  of  a university  sup- 
posedly dedicated  to  a zealous 
and  conscientious  search  for  the 
knowledge  that  saves  and  sets 
men  free. 

My  resentment  is  not  caused 
by  any  antagonism  to  the  end  to 
which  both  of  these  assemblies 
were  directed.  In  fact  it  is  be- 
cause the  end  implied  in  both  is 
to  my  mind  the  most  crucial 
cause  to  which  we  need  devote 
outselves  that  I am  so  highly  dis- 
turbed by  the  means  used  to  en- 
gage our  attention.  For  surely 
if  we  must  resort  to  the  sawdust 
trail,  to  the  carnival  sideshow,  to 
Madison  Avenue  proverbs,  and 
Alfred  Hitchcock  shockers  to  ar- 
ouse our  concern,  we  are  doing 
nothing  but  demeaning  ourselves 
and  our  cause.

I seem  to  be  in  the  minority 
when  I offer  my  thanks  to  Pres- 
ident Wilkinson  for  bringing  Mr. 
Veliotes  to  speak  on  our  cam- 
pus. Many  students  have  com 
plained  of  the  deception  perpe 
trated  upon  them,  yet  they  cla 
moi-  for  even  greater  deception 
when  they  ask  for  a real  live 
Communist  to  speak  to  them. 

It  is  true  that  the  Communist 
line, in  America  is  not  half  so  vig- 
orously presented  as  it  was  by 
“Mr.  Velikovsky.”  In  my  reading 
of  tlie  Weekly  People  and  other 
American  Communist  publica- 
tions, I find  the  effects  of  Com- 
munism in  practice  distored  and 
misrepresented.  Much  of  what  is 
disagreeable  to  Americans  about 
Communism  is  deleted  from  these 
publications  and  from  the 
speeches  of  most  Communists  in 
America.  There  are  no  violent 
attacks  on  basic  American  insti- 
tution.s  such  as  religion  in  Amer- 
ican Communists’  speeches.  Gen- 
erally they  are  quite  complimen- 
tary to  America.  American  Com- 
munists “seek  only  to  modify  the 
abuses  of  the  American  system.” 
The  reason  for  this  schism  be- 
tween words  and  facts  is  that 
the  Communist’s  highest  moral 
precept  is,  “Promote  the  Party.” 
For  such  a person,  lies  and  dis- 
tortions are  not  immoral,  but 
merely  expedients  to  be  used  at 
will. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  also  true 
that  “Mr.  Velikovsky’s”  speech 
was  a concise  presentation  of 
party  line.  It  was,  though  vicar- 
ious, a Communist’s  true  view 
of  Communism.  Those  who  have 
read  Marx  and  Lenin  as  well  as 
Stalin  and  Khrushchev,  and  who 
are  familiar  with  Communist 
propaganda  inside  the  U.S.S.R., 
particularly  as  found  in  Pravda 
and  Izvpstia,  will  recognize  that 
“Mr.  Velikovsky”  hewed  strictly 
to  the  orthodox  Party  line.
